THE EDGEFIELD TRAGEDY.

Thurmond Tells Under Oath Why He
Killed Harris.

There isno case that is attracting
more attention just now than that of
the killing of Mr. Will Harns by So-
licitor Thurmond at Edgefield. Below
is the full evidence as to the killing by
Solicitor Thurmond:

Personally came before me, J. Wm.
Thurmond,  who, being first duly
sworn, says that late in the afterncon
of the 24¢h inst. he left his office for
the purpose of going to the office of Mr.
Padgett, with the view of spending the
rest of the eveniug at target shooting,
gs he and Mr. Padgett had often done
before.

That on the way to the office of Mr.
Paagett he met Mr. Willis Harris,
shook hands with him cordially, ex-
changed pleasant words with him and
passed on his way. not baving the
faintest or most remote suspicion that
any trouble would arise. Leaving Mr.
Harris he went on to the office of Mr.
Padgett; finding Mr. Padgett too much
engaged to go out, deponent went to
the postoffice to see if Le had any mail.
Thereupon deponent left the post-
office with the view of returning to his
office.

In going back to 1is office he stopped
at the store of Mr. Lynch and walked
in, without knowing that Mr. Harris was
in the store, if indeed he was in the
store, fo- the deponent does not recall
whether Mr. Harris was then in the
store or came in afterwards, but if de-
ponent hac known that Mr. Harris was
then in the store he would not have
hesitated to stop, for then or thereto-
fore nothing had occurred to excite his
apprehension that anything unpleasant
would arise,

Whewn Mr. Harris came into the store
—if he was not then in the store—he
addressed deponent and said, ‘‘You be-
leng to the —— Tillmanite party.”

Deponent cannot recall all that was
eaid, but Mr. Harris said farther, ‘‘You
got on your belly and crawled like
a — dog for office, and pledged your-
self to support Tillman and wis party
under ail circumstances, and, — you,
he will kick you out when you fail to do
it.” Deponent replied quietly, ‘‘That’s
false.”” Thereupon Mr. Harris quickly
jerked out a large knife and opened it.

Jeponent stepped back. Mr. Harris
walked to where auother drummer sat
and said, “‘I havea — good knifeand
a Colt’s pistol in my pocket,” and came
back towards the front door and out on
the pavement, where he had a short
talk with another drummer. Mr. Har-
ris came back into the store to a barrel,
by, which deponent was(standing, and
flourished his knife in the face of de-
ponent.

With the view of ending the talk, in
order that no difficnlty or unpleasant-
ness might arise, deponent walked out
of the store and went direct to his of-

fice.

In less than five minutes after depo-
nent reached his office Mr. Harris and
Capt. DuBose came down the sidewalk
which passes deponent's door, and Har-
ris said to the deponent: *‘You evaded
the question up yvonder.” Deponent
asked, **What question 2 He answer-
ed, ‘“I'he question about the — Til-
manite party, and -—— you, you ran
away from there, so that I did not tell
you.” Deponent said: ““Will, whatis
the matter with you ?” He said, ‘‘You
acted the — scoundrel and stinking
dog to my father.’

simultaneous with these words, with
his knife in his hond, he sprang asif to
rush into the door and assault depo-
nent, and deponent knocked him
backwards from the door. Immedi-
ately, and quick as thought, Mr. Har-
ris threw his right hand under his
coat and to his hip pocket, with the
purpose, s deponent did not doubt, of
drawing his pistol and instantly depo-
nent fired. .Mr. Harris threw his hand
to his breast. There being no pistol in
his hand deponent fired no more.

Mr. Harris’ movement of his right
hand to his hip pocket was distinct and
unmistakeable, and deponent did not
doubt that he would draw and fire in-
stantly, hence deponent fired as quick-
ly as possible.

Deponent did not doubt that he was
in imminent peril ¢f his life and that
the promptest ection on bhis part
was & necessity in order tosave hisown

a.

Deponent solemnly assures the Court
that he fired under unquestioning con-
viction that instant action was necessa-
ry for his protection.

Cashier J. A. Stickney, of Somers-
worth, N. H., Killed by a Robber.

THE CRIME CAREFULLY PLANNED.

The Victim YWaas Alone in the Great Falls
National Bank at the Noon Hour-=
When Found He Was Dead, With Hir
Throat Cut---He Had Been Eeaten by
His Assailant-..obbers Secured $4500.

Soxensworta, N. H, (Special).--While re-
sisting the entry o’ two determined robbers,
and during a heroic struggle to protect
$150,000 in money and securities which
ware in the compartments of the open vaunlt
of the Great Falls National Bank, of Somers-
worth, Friday alternoon, Joseph A. Stiek-
ney, the cashier, was brutally murdered be-
side the desk which he had occupled for
many years. After murdering Mr, Btickney
the robbers ransacked the vault at will, no
one being near, and flai with all the cash it

contained, about $4500.

The murderers carried off their booty in
plain visw of several well-known residents
of the place, They left the bag containing
the money, the greater Ban of which was in
wold, in the orchard of Dr. John Hayes, cov-
ered with a coat. Several persons looked
over the fence andsaw the coat which had
the wealth under it, but wersafraid to touch
Lt. They suspected robbery, but mot mur-

er.

The murderers retunrned to the orchard
fonce one hour afterward with a team and
took the money away unmolested. They
earried it several hundred yards to the place
where a horse was hitehed in plain view of
Arthur Stackpole, ateamster, who was stand-
ing in his barn door only a few rods away.

It Is generally belirve{ here that whoever
committed the murder knew the cashier, and
that they killed him [or fear of being identi-
fled. Beveral persons who saw the men with
the bag say they wern strangers, and one of
them looked like an Italian.

Oneof the most remarkable features of
the robberyis the fact that #100,000 in
United States bonds whieh were kept in one
of the drawers of the big wault, and which
the robbers evidently examined bastily, were
pot taken. Neither were any of the pego-
tiable paper and securities of the bank. No
one was aware of the crime until about 2
o'clock p. m., nearly an hour alter the mur-
derous work was done,

The bank was bDes-eged by hundreds when
the fact bacame generally known, and great
numbers of persons came into the eity from
Berwick, Dover, S8almon Falls, Rollinsford,
Rochester and other towns in thia section.
For the first few hours indignation was In-
tense, but public feeling bas in a measare
gnbaided, In addition to being cashi rand
a director of the Grea' Falls Baok Alr, Btick-
ney was City Treasurer.

It has been the custom for Mr. Stickney
and the bank clerk, Mrs. Parker Swazay, to
closa the bank at twelve o'clock every day
and go to luncheon, re-opening again at two
o'clock. On theday of the robbery when
Mrs, Swazey left her desk the cashier was
looking overthe bank’s aceounts, He usualiy
remained in the bank until the clerk re-
tarned, but it is thought he was preparing to
go out when the robbers entered. The bank
is sitoated in the business portion ot the
olth', and dozens of persons pass at that time
ol day.

The first suipicion that the bank had besn
robbed was aro at two o'clock, when
Frank P. Reed, a merchant, started into the
bank and found that the thick plate glass
the front outside he.l been shattered, With-
out waiting to investigate he notified City
Marshal Eaton, and together they broke in
the door. They found evidences of & desper-
ate struggle.  On the floor was the body of
Stickney. His head bad been nearly severed
from his body and was marked with several
deep gashes made with a blackjack, and the
skull was fractored.

The Arst clew that the polics foun1 was ob-
tained from persons who saw the two men
drive away with the stolen money, and from
West Eochester n report comes that a dark
sorrel horse, ettnched to a buggy, passed
there, headed for Balmon Falls River, which
forms the Maine State boundary. This out-
it has mystericusly disappeared. .

Paysleians who have examined Mr. Btick-
ney's body say that it is apparent the victim
was pounded to deat Another fact
bronght ou’, too, is that the weapon used to
cut his throat was & medium-sizs knife, the
blade of which was very dull and left a deep,
irreguiar wound.

Mr. Stickney was wealthy, and was- well
known in New England bankingeircles, Ha
had been cashier of the Great [falls National
Bank for a long term of years, nnd had beea
with the bank & much longer period.

The affair recalls an attempt to rob the
same bank five years ago. Mr. Stickney was
then gagged an! bound. The vault was
locked, however, and the men got nothing
for their pains,

DUAL MURDER IN A CARRIACE.

A Mysterious Crime Perpetrated at Sacke
stt's Harbor, N. Y.

The village of Backett’s Harhor, N. Y., was
the sceae early Friday morning of one ol the
bloodiest tragedies known in the history of
northern New York.

Mrs. Wilbur Crouch, a woman who had

Jrom her husband, and Miss Mary
Dailey were suot and almost instantly killed
while riding in a earriage with James Allen,
a soldler of the Ninth United States [nfantry.

Allen received five bullets in his body.
Wilbur Orouch, divorced husband of Mrs.
Crouch, is under arrest for the murder.

Mrs. Crouch and Mary Dailey were em-
ployed as servaats in the officers’ quariers
at Madison barracks, where the Ninth ln-
fantry is stationed.

SPANISH TO LEAVE CUBA

10,000 Troops to be Sent Home Soon und
30,000 More Later.

Spain will begin to withdraw from Cuba
at least a part of the great army she has
maintained there, nocording to trustworthy
information, when the rainy season sels in a
few days from now.
